this scheme the plates selected should nei- 
ther be too small nor too large, and with an 
edge .ornamental in char- 
acter. As a centre adorn- 
ment, on one can be painted 
a wild rose, on another a 
field daisy in pure white and 
as a pretty scheme the pansy 
in different tints of purple 
and yellow is very accept- 
able, as a special design, the 
violet framed by a series of 
artistic lines while the sim- 
ple white garden rose and 
the apple blossom make for 
the six a charming plan. 
To decorate well these or- 
namental edges different 
lustres can be employed, 
such as rose, yellow and 
light-green, the matt gold 
also being given as the 
finishing touch. Plates of 
this kind need a shading 
like that used in water colors 
to bring out their delicacy 
and charm. So well should 
they be painted that — before 
firing each plate should be 
a study in itself, and so per- 
fectly finished in all details 
that the firing alone, would 
give the polish to complete 
the scheme. 



Perhaps in no season before has there 
been such an advancement in brass 
as in this.
